He asserte the council compelled him to 
issue a permit for the building and under its 
protection the architect violated the ordi- 
nances governing the construction of the- 
aters. 

Those members of the present council com- 
mittee on buildings who were members of 
the committee before the last election say 
they are prepared to show that the council's 
action did not in any way sanction the de- 
fettive roof that caved in. The man who 
introduced the order for the permit—which 
Mr. Ericsson now says was of a “ blanket ”’ 


nature—contends that it affected in nowise | 


the strength of the materials to be used in 
the building. 


Attacks Architect’s Honesty. 

Mr. BPricsson also attacks the honesty of 
the architect, David Saul Klafter. He cites 
the fact that charges have been filed against 
Klafter before the state board of examiners 
of architects. They involve not only the con- 
struction of the Home theater, but the plans 
for a theater at Ashland avenue and Forty- 
ninth street. The building department has 
stopped the work upon the latter structure. 

Klafter is said to'be ready to show, not only 
to the state board, but fo the council com- 
mittee, that the plans for the iron work in 
the Home thetaer were approved by an archi- 
tectural engineer for the building depart- 
ment. : 

He has said he is prepared to prove his 
plans were altered witheut hie consent, and 
that the additional load placed on the roofin 
this way was what caused {ts collapse. 

Ot the members of the building committee 
who are to make the investigation, Ald. W. F. 
Lipps is most thoroughly aroused. He was 
chairman at the time the council orders were 
passed, and, as his name was mentioned by 
Mr. Ericsson as that of the man who pre- 
sented the order he now criticizes, he intro- 
duced the resolution Monday night directing 
the committee to investigate the subject. 


Ald. Lipps Cites the Records. 

“TI am confident,““ Mr. Lipps said, “we 
shall be able to show the committee and the 
council were not at fault in this matter. The 
records will show that. The council simply 
consented to the omission of passageways 
outside the theater and a slight reduction 
in the space between the rows. of seats It 
knew nothing of the inadequate plans for 
the roof and it took no action which can be 
construed as instructing or requesting the 
commissioner to overlook such a vital de- 
fect.” 

The first special order of the council af 
fecting the Home was introduced by Stanley 
Jarecki, then one of the representatives of 
the Sixteenth ward, in which the building 
was under construction. It was referred to 
the building committee and passed upon its 
recommendation on Jan. 15. It directed the 
commissioner of buildings to issue a permit 
for the one story structure “as per plans 
submitted to and approved by the commis 
sioner of buildings.”’ 

“That did not authorize or sanction any 
violation of the ordinances in the actual con- 
struction work. such as the strength of the 
materials,” said Mr. Jarecki, who announced 
he would attend the inquiry meeting to- 
morrow. “I presented that because the 
owner had planned the building and let the 
contract and the steel work had been ordered 
without making provision for passageways on 
each side of the building as required by the 
code. ; 

Violation of Law Unsanctioned. 

„I was told the construction of the build- 
ing except for this feature was correct; and 
the order certainly was not for a ‘ blanket 
permit’ suth as the building commissioner 
conteride it was. It did not authorize the 
use of poor materials or noncompilance with 
the requirements concerning fireproofing or 
the strength of beams and other supports. 

„Shall not accept any of the reaponsibil- 
ity belonging to the building department. 
The records show the permit was to be issued

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U.S. TAKES ACTION 
ON POSTAL STRIKE 


Telegraph Company’s Wires 
Are Cut and Other Vandal- 
ism Found Rampant. 


POLICE GUARD MANHOLES 


Investigation of a strike of electrical work- 
ers against the Postal Telegraph company, 
involving extensive destruction of property, 
was started yesterday by the special federal! 
grand jury impaneled by Judge Landis on 


Dec. 5. 

The strike has been in progress several 
weeks. It is in the category of unusual labor 
troubles, from the fact that it extends all 
over the United States and has been going 
on quietly but so effectively that the tele- 
graph company’s losses from vandalism 
amount toa fortune : 

Wires have been cut, heavy cables have 
been severed with axes, and telegraph poles 
have been sawed down in many sections of 
the country. The vandalisms committed in 
Chicago and other large cities have resulted 
in a delay in the transmission of messages, 
interruption of service, and a general demor- 
alization of the telegraph business operated 
by the Postal company. 


McNulty Faction Runs Strike, 

The strike, according to the information 
of the government, is conducted by the In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, McNulty faction. This is the faction 
recognized by the American Federation of 
Labor, It claims a membership of 14,000, 
of which 1,500 are in Chicago. 

In spite of the extensive territory cov- 
ered by the strike, the disturbance has 
attracted little notice, due to the “ under- 
ground methods adopted by the strike 
leaders. Orders for wire cutting and other 
sabotage tactics, it is said, are issued quietly 
by one or two men, similar to the meth- 
ods adopted by the McNamara brothers’ 
dynamite campaign for the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers. 

These orders, according to information in 
the possession of the government, are car- 
ried out, sometimes by alleged strikers and 
at other times by men employed at elec- 
trical] construction work for other com- 


panies. 


Many Subponas Issued. 

Subpeenas were tssued for strike leaders, 
officials, and employés of the telegraph com- 
pany and others. Indictments against a 
number of union leaders, it was said, are in 
immediate prospect. It is likely also that 
the government will start injunction pro- 
ceedings against the strikers, similar to the 
proceedings in the Debs strike in 1804. 

The government ig basing ite action on the 
federal statute of 1910, placing telegrapb 
companies under the control of the interstate 
commerce commission. This makes strike 
Vandalism against telegraph companies a 
violation ot interstate commerce laws and a 
restraint of commerce among the several 


states. ’

| Boyle, business agent of Electrical Workers’ 


Cook county grand jury three yearsago with 
the late Martin B. (Skinny) Madden, on a 
charge of extorting money from contractors 
and building owmers in the settlement of 
strikes. His case neve came to trial. Of- 
ficilals of local No. 9 of tœ . Electrical Work- 
ers’ union also have been subpcenaed by 
the federal grand jury. 

The government regards Chicago as tne 
storm center of the strike. 

In Chicago the police have been guarding 
manholes more than a month. The police 
took a hand in the situation following the 
complaints by the Postal company that its 
vires were being cut all over the city. 

Assistant Chief of Police-Schuettler' was 
among the witnesses during the day. 


Strike Ignored at First. 


Officials of the company at first ignored 
the strike. Interference with the business 
of the company destruction of property 
grew, however, d a flood of complaints 
against intolerable service was received from 
every part of the United States. In desper- 
ation the company at last appealed to the 
Interstate Commerce commission at Wash- 
ington, with the result that orders were is- 
sued for a searching grand jury investiga- 
tion at Chicago. 

The strike was called in an effort to en- 
force a demand for the unionizing of the 
entire construction department of the Postal 
Telegraph company. An increase in wages 
was granted in October. The men walked 
out when the company refused to recog- 
nize the union. A number of the company’s 
eastern lines were cut election day, crippling 
the election returns service, 

Chief McWeeny issued an order to all com- 
manding officers to give him a report of the 
number of arrests made in connection with 
the strike and the cutting of wires.

It is understood there has been some differ- 
ence of opinion between Attorney General 
Wickersham and the Union Pacific as to the 
method to be followed in severing the liga- 
ment that made a “ Siamese twin of the 
Southern Pacific and the Union Pacific. 

It was stated unofficially that the first plan 
for disposing of the holdings of the Union 
Pacific in the Southern Pacific, based, rough- 
ly speaking, on the scheme followed in the 


dissolution of the Standard Oil and tobacco 


trusts, submitted by the railroad attorneys 
to the head of the government's legal de- 
partment, had been vetoed by him. 

It was further alleged that the objection 

was not coupled with any suggestion aa to the 
proper course to pursue. 
‘ This created a condition pregnant with all 
sorts of possibilities and so serious was the 
outlook that an appeal to President Taft was 
decided upon. 

Following the conference with the presi- 
dent, Mr. Lovett and Mr. Evarts tonight 
held another conference with Mr. Wicker- 
sham. Later they left for New York and 
will return in a few days for more confer- 


ences. 
Insists on Absolute Divorce. 


It is the purpose of the government to insist 
upon the restoration of conditions which ex- 
isted prior to the consolidation of the South- 
ern Pacific and Union Pacific. It is recog- 
nized, however, that this is an extremely dim. 
cult task, net only from a physical point of 
view, but because of the vast stock interest 
involved. 

It is understood the railroad men will pre- 
pare in detailed form a plan of disintegration 
for submission to the United States Circuit 
court at St. Louis. 

C. A. Severance of St. Paul, who, with 
Frank B. Kellogg, has charge of the gov- 
ernment’d interest in the litigation, will go 
over the railroad plan of procedure with a 
view to seeing that the decision of the court 
is observed in 22 respect. 

According to Aals of the administration 
there is no tion on the part of the 
government to fee the Harriman railroad 
combination to do anything more than to 
carry out honestly the decree of the Supreme 
court

UNION PACIFIC STOCKS SLUMP. 
New York, Dec. 11.—Wall street went 
through its most exciting day of the year 
today. Leading stocks sold at quotations 
approaching the low record of 1911, and the 
twenty-five active rallroad and industrial is- 
sues which make up the usual table of av- 
erages Only escaped by a narrow margin 

reaching their low level for that period. 
Excitement converged chiefly about Union 


Pacific, which had shown marked weakness 
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ever since the Supreme court's decision or- 
Gering its divorce from Southern Pacific 
Sales of Unien Pacific today aggregated 235, - 
000 shares, or about 20 per cent of the total 
business. The stock sold off seven and a 
quarter points from the opening to 156, with- 


im one-eighth of a point of ite low price for 


the year. 

Sales of United States Steel were even 
more exténsive, approaching 300,000 shares, 
but the support accorded that-stock at critical 
periods of the session resulted.in only a 
nominal loss for the day. Reading was the 
third most active issue, with a substantia! 
net loss. Combined offerings of these three 
stocks comprised about 60 per cent of the 
total output of 1.255.000 shares. 


: Effect of Many Rumors. 


The day was the most active of any since 
that which followed the presidential election. 
When Union Pacific was precipitately de- 
clining, cquntless rumors and reports were 
current on the exchange and throughout 
the financial district. none of which, however, 
threw any light on the ‘situation. 

The fact that Chairman Lovett and other 
Farriman officials were in Washington con- 
ferring with representatives of the govern- 
ment, presumably in connection with the 
merger decision, was not known in Wall 
street until the end of the market session. 

The bankers associated with the Harriman 
properties declined to discuss the action of 
Union Pacific in the stock market beyond 
expressing the cpinion that the selling ap- 
peared to have its origin in the operations 
Man aggressive bear party. 


Fear Compulsory Liquidation. 

Among the circumstential rumors of the 
Gay was one to the effect that Union Pacific’s 
continued weakness and today's «especial de- 
cline represented the compulsory liquidation 
of 4 pool whose holdings averaged a price 
considerably higher than recent quotations. 

Union Pacific's annual report, issued in the 
course of the day, offered another excuse 
for the decline in the stock. The report 
ghowed earnings of 18.8 per cent on the com- 
mon shares, compared with 16.6 per cent the 
previous year. 

There were also persistent reports that the 
merger decision might result in a temporary 
reduction of the Union Pacific dividend, if 
indeed such disbursements might not be alko- 
gether suspended. Under the merger decree 
Southern Pecific is enjoined from paying any 
étvidends to Union Pacific pending the mare 
gation of the two roads.

STOCK JUGGLING 
- MULCTS PUBLIC 


Weber e Shows Blocks 
of Shares Turned Over 
with Few Transfers. 


“INSIDE WORK” BARED 


Expert Proves by Statistics That 
Dealings in New Tork Are 
Big Gambling Schemes. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 11L—[Special.)— 
Stock manipulation dea jugglery on the New 
York stock exchange were revealed today 
by testimony before the money trust investi- 
gating committee. 

By figures taken from official sources, At- 
torney Samuel Untermyer, conducting the 
examination of witnesses for the committee, 
brought forth the fact that in all the lead 
ing stocks more shares than actually 
exist have frequently been sold in one 
month, and in instances in one day. In this 
connection it was shown the actual transfers 
of, stocks on the books of the corporations 
represented, in hardly a single ingtance 
were 25 per cent of the number of shares 
dealt in, and in most instances were only 5 
or 6 per cent of the stock exchange deala 

The testimony: showed how stock can be 
manipulated by brokers and stock market 
jugglers until it has been given a stock mar- 
ket value many times its real value, and how 
the cornering of a commodity and ite with- 
holding from the market may serve the two- 
fold purpose of greatly enhancing the price 
of that commodity and of putting up the 
price of stocks. 


Refuses to Let Brokers Go. 


representatives of stock market operations 
present fairly mobbed Mr. Untermyer at the 
close of the hearing for the day, ineisting 
that they should all be excused and permitted 
to return to their business, arguing that the 
government and the public can wait until 
the stock market is more placid to continue 
the search for information respecting this 
stock market jugglery. 

‘Mr. Untermyer refused to let them go. 

The entire capital stock of the Reading 
railroad, it was shown, was sold on an aver- 
age of more than thirty times over on the 
New York stock exchange every year from 
1906 to the present time, and that the 
est sales were always made when stocks 
were high, meaning that they were sold at 
high prices to the public and the smallest 
sales when the price was low. : 

Similar showings were made with respect 
to all other leading stocks. 


- Cite Hocking Pool Collapse. 
Revelations concerning the Hocking pool, 
the collapse of which caused the failure of 
several big brokerage houses, were cited 
to afford a concrete illustration of how the 
buying and selling of stocks can be carried 
on by the same men for no other purpose than 
to create fictitious values. 

The case of the copper “trust” was brought 

in to show that a partially successful ef- 

fort to keep copper off the market, main- 

tained a high price for copper during’ a 

period of more than five months, notwith- 

standing greatly increased production, and 

that in the same period those on the inside .

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THE FIRST RECALL IN AMERICA, 
Judge Landis’ discovery of a reference to 
the recall in a letter of Lewis Cass written 


im 1818 is interesting, but bis theory that 


this is the origin of the recall in America 
must be reversed on the evidence. 

In the Articles of Confederation, 1778, 
forty years before the Cass letter, it is pro- 
vided (article V., paragraph 1) that forthe 
more convenient management of the general 
interest of the United States, delegates shall 
be annually appointed in such manner as 
the legislature of each state shall direct, to 
meet in congress on the first Monday in No- 
vember in every year, with a power reserved 
to each state to recall its delegates or any 
of them at any time within the year, and to 
send others in their stead for the remainder 
of the year.” ‘ 

BANKERS’ ASSURANCE OF PEACE. 

The statement of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. and 
the National City bank that they have joined 
the Rothschilds and Austrian banks in the 
purchase of $25,000,000 of Imperial notes 
on the assurance that there was no reason 
te fear war isa fairly good indication that 
diplomacy has well in hand all the vexing 
questions arising out of the Balkan conflict. 

The intent of the Austrian governmen⸗ 
must have been laid bare to eyes of the bank- 
ers before they undertook to take up the 
issue of notes, and they must be convinced 
that the Austrian policy will be little provo- 
cative—unless it is to be assumed that the 
issue is frankly a war issue and is disguised 
by the banking firms which take it. 

Austria-Hungary has been mobilizing, but 
the calling af reserves to the colors can have 
a pacific result in spite of its warlike aspect. 


REPUBLICANS IN THE SENATE. 

Republicans in IIlinois are looking anx- 
fously toward the few Republicans still in 
public office. 
Witch the executive offices all in the hands 

of the Democrats, and with a large Demo- 

cratic plurality in the lower house of the 
Illinois legislature, there remains for Kepub- 
lican leadership only the Illinois state senate. 

The Republican members of this body are 
not all of one complexion. There are in 
their number men aggressively honest and 
men aggressively dishonest. There are oth- 
ers who have not emphasized on which side 
of the line of honesty they stand. | 

Upon these men the future of their party 
may depend. If they shall line up with the 
old gang, they will terminate the party’s 
existence in Illinois. If they support the 
party’s constructive and upright leaders, 
they will go far in reéstablishing it in its old 
position of power and public esteem. 


FUNDS FROM THE PEOPLE. 

The Progressive conference has proceeded 
with a fervor coupled with practicality which 
should give the party much cause for en- 
couragement. None of the enthusiasm 
which so remarkably characterized the party 
convention in August seems to have escapéd, 
and the conferees have developed measures 
of organization and policy in a spirit of har- 
mony and with political acumen. 

The most important step taken is the adop- 
tion of the popular subscription plan for 
party funds. If the Progressive party is to 
justify itself it must be as a party of the 
people, and its propaganda should be sup- 
ported by the people, all the people, who 
belong to the party. A member who is un- 
Willing to pay a regular sum within his 
means to further the work the Progressives 
have pledged themselves to do is not much 
of a Progressive. 

One of the worst evils of politics is the sys- 
tem of raising huge sums of money dur‘ng 
political campaigns. The shortuess of tle 
time given to collect even the cnsidera! la 
amounts necessary for the most legitimate 
expenses has forced the adoption of pressure 
upon corporations and men of wealth. Mary 
of these contmbutions are given in good 
faith, honest loyalty to party, ard are con- 
sistent with political purity. Others have 
mot been, as the Archbold letter files. reveal. 

All that should be brought to an end, and 
the way to end it is to remove the necessity 
by relying upon the people and by providing 
fer a constant and reasonable flow into the 
party treasury. Parties then will be freer 
and more self-respecting than they could be 
under the old system. 


GETTING WHAT IS TOLERATED. 
As George C. Sikes, former secretary of 
the Chicago street railway commission, told 
the Cook county real estate board, the city 
makes no attempt, not even half hearted, to 
supervise street railway service. There is 
an expert.“ and possibly he earns his pay. 
There is smal! need of criticising him. An 
energetic man in that position might make 
himself at least a nuisance to the street car 
companies and be loud in complaint, but he 
would find that the whole attitude of the 

city towards him was unsympathetic. 

Tolerance and endurance have been cul- 
tivated in Chicago by long experience with 
Service that ought not to be tolerated, and 
need not be endured. Traction managers 
) long ago learned that dividends could be paid 
on the endurance of street car passengers, 
and that endurance continues to pay them. 
Trustfully in ordinances the city demands 
* good service, and trustfully it accepts poor 
«service. The board of supervising engineers 


2 dean tell the companies what kind of a rail | 
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city cares to assert itself it will get good 
service. Until it does it hardly deserves it. 


DIRECT PRESIDENTIAL 
NOMINATIONS. 

The scandalous fiasco of the Republican 
nomination in June with its disastrous effect 
upon a historic party has centered public at- 
tention upon the proposal for the direct nom- 
ination of presidential candidates by the 
people. 

Several bills already have been Introduced 
in congress and formidable opposition is de- 
veloping. That this opposition will be able 
to prevent the question of presidential direct 
primaries from being debated openly in con- 
gress is fortunately less likely than in the 
past, but public opinion should begin to 
formulate definitely in favor of this sorely 
needed reform. 1 

We are on the eve of the direct election of 
senators. The vicious entanglements which 
professional politicians wove about the legis- 
lative method of indirect election appear in 
other parts of our complicated system, and 
throughout the country direct primaries, 
where properly devised and fairly tried, are 
proving their worth. The drift of intelligent 
reform, in fact, is toward a greater simplic- 
ity in political machinery and a direct re 
sponsiveness to the people's will. 

The tremendous machinery of national 
party organization will yield to this tend- 
éncy, and the direct nomination of presi- 
dentia! candidates is a long step toward that 
end. The people gathered in our huge na- 
tional parties have a right to choose their 
leaders without the interposition of boss 
politicians and their masters or allies. They 
should,protect themselves from the danger 
in great crises of having a man they will not 


| follow foisted upon them by the manipula- 


tion of a cabal. 

The direct presidential primary already 
has shown its value wherever tried. The 
absence of it has shown its value even more 
strikingly. 

This reform will not down. Congress 
would save time, effort, and a weakening of 
its own prestige by recognizing thie ungrudg- 
ingly and by proceeding without unneces- 
sary delay to its consideration. 


WHY THE TANGO IS TABOO. 

The tango, that modest little recreation 
which cheers the tired feet of the Argentine 
bricklayer, returning weary to his humble 
hut, and revives the spirits of the lonely 
herdsman on the pampas, is in about as bad 
a way as its most timorous friends feared it 
might find itself. The governors of the as- 
sembly, callous to its innocent charm and 
cold to its grace, say it may not be danced 
on the occasions of fashions which fall under 
their direction. : 
This judgment, examined superficially, be- 
trays only a chilling caution, but looked mto 
with an eye to the acknowledged frailties of 
human nature becomes a most illuminating 
decision. We do not wish to go so far as to 
say that gouty gentlemen prevail on the di- 
rectorate of fashion, but certainly sloth and 


an indisposition to exertion there control.

FISH AS FOOD. 

HE man who catches his fish, 
cleans and eats them within six 
hours after they leave the water 
“gets a freshness and flavor that 
no possible treatment can preserve 
for the city man. Whether or not he 
has any advantage after twelve to twenty- 
four hours depends upon how well he has 
kept his catch from drying out, and what 
were his facilities for keeping them cold. 
The city man must eat ush that are days 
out of the water at the least. For him 
to try to get fresh fish, in the sense that 
the brookside fish eater uses the word, is, 

of course, rank folly. 

The authorities have studied the keep- 
ing of fish along the same lines as the 
keeping of poultry has been studied. One 
conclusion is that much of the trouble 
arises because the housewife insists on 
buying thawed fish because she thinks 
she thereby gets fresh fish, When she 
does she is unfortunate, for what is called 
fresh fish under city conditions has pro- 
greased far enough in deterioration to have 
lost the savor of freshness, and sometimes 
— ha ve gained harmful or dangerous quali- 


1 — 

When fish are thawed out, put on sale, 
und then not sold, they are refrozen, to be 
rethawed next fish day. How often this 
happens no one knows. Experiments like 
this are harmful to the flesh of the fish. 
The consumer reaps the result. 

How well fish will keep depends much 
upon how they are cleaned. Fish from 
cold water keep better than fish from 
warmer water. Fish taken while feeding 
do not keep so well as others. Fisb that 
have been bled and drained keep better 
than others. Fish that have been handled 
in an inganitary place and in an insanitary 
way spoil rapidly. 


~~ 
Fish that have been frozen hard keep 
better than fish mildly frozen—refrigerat- 
ed fish. Mild freezing merely prevents 
the multiplication of the bacteria already 
in the flesh. Hard freezing crystallizes 
the water out of the flesh, and in that 
way dries it. Hard, frozen meat, there- 
fore, is both too cold and too dry for 
bacterial growth, and therefore keeps 
extra well. | 
Every fisherman—and everybody is at 
times a fisherman—knows how eas‘'y fish 
‘spoil. All sorts of fish strings, fish 
buckets, and fish baskets huve been de- 
vised to keep fish the few hours between 
catching and camp. The need of having 
everything clean every one knows. Hy- 
giene standards of commercial fish places 
must come up te kitchen standards.

HEADACHES. 

A. L. D. writes:: What is the cause of 
headaches upon arising in the morning, 
which pass away about three or four hours 
later? When running upstairs a thumping 
noise in the back of head is noticeable, which 
passes away later in the day. I am 21 years 
oid and do not dissipate.’’ 


REPLY. 

Headaches in the morning which pass away 
later in the day are usually the result of sleeping 
in a badly ventilated room. Thumping nolse fol- 
lowing violent exertion may mean anemia or heart 
disease or may be of no consequence. 


GOITER. : 
A. D. V. writes: “1. lama woman 57 years 
old, and have had a goiter for sixteen years. 
It is not visible from the outside, but has 
gradually injured my vocal cords to such an 
extent that my voice is harsh and husky. 
Seven years ago I began to experience numb- 
ness in my hands when sewing, and my 
circulation is poor. I am susceptible to all 
throat infections, such as tonstilitis, etc., and 
take cold at the slightest change in tem- 
perature. Last spring 1 had a severe attack 
of tonsilitis, followed by erysipelas, starting 
in the nose, which 16 still unhealed, despite 
all efforts to heal it. In addition I am nerv- 
ous and find it impossible to sit perfectly 
still, with hands and feet quiet. Are these 
symptoms the result of the goiter or from 
some other cause? And is there any known 
cure? 2. Is there any cure for rheumatism 
which distorts finger joints? I have had 
attacks of inflammatory rheumatism at dif- 
ferent times, for which I have used sodium 
salicylate. Is that the best thing to use?’ 


REPLY. 

1. Most of the symptome noted under 1 are the 
result of goiter. You should have it removed un- 
less the surgeons think you have allowed it to 
persist too long. 

2. My guess is that the distortion of your fin- 
gere is the result of rheumatoid arthritis. If so 
at your time of life not much can be done for it. 
There is nothing better then salicylate for the 
fever and pain stage of inflammatory rheuma- 
tism.

BIRTH MARKS. 

L. H. P. writes: “If you do not believe a 
mother can mark her child how do you ac- 
count for these cases, which I know to be 
true? A neighbor’s boy in leading a cow with 
a rope had one of his fingers cut off between 
the rope and a tree His mother saw the ac- 
cident, and when her baby was born it was 
minus the same finger on the same hand. 

“My wife's aunt in going by some cur- 
rant bushes reached through the fence and 
picked some. A woman came out and shouted 
at her to stop. In trying to get her hand out 
it caught between the pickets and she was 
obliged to drop the cufrants. When her baby 
was born it had a perfect bunch of currants 
on its arm in the same place where the moth- 
er's arm was caught in the fence. This 
birthmark turns a bright red when currants 
are ripe. At other times it is faint. 

„My mother had @ servant with red hair 
that made her a lot of trouble. When my 
mother’s baby was born it had red hair, and 
during his life was a constant worry to the 
mother. No other red hair in the family that 
Jever heard of. My mother’s hair was black 
and my father’s a dark brown. I know of 
other similar cases.

You have not eet forth all of the facts, although 
you probebly stated all known to you. For ex- 
ample: How much red was there in your father’s 
dark brown hair? How about your grandparents? 
Your great-grandparents? No ome of the phe- 
nomena related could possibly be the result of 
maternal impression.

and friends were accustomed to ascribe not 

only his go.» looks but also his combative 

disposition, his readiness to fight on every 

occasion, to the presence of the strain of 

American blood in his veins that came to him 

through his Louisiana planter ancestors, 

that is to say, a class particularly impatient 
of contradiction. 

This pugnacity led to his being sentenced 
seven years ago to three months’ imprison- 
ment for breaking his cane over the head and 
shoulders of a commissary of police in Paris 
who had incurred his wrath by endeavoring 
to execute the harsh measures ordered by 
the then intolerant administration against 
the church and religious orders in France. 

Comte Guy was a vigorous champion ofthe 
church in its conflict with the state and, 
unlike so many others who restricted them- 
selves to mere oral and written protests, was 
always ready to back up his utterances with 
his cane, or failing that, with his fists. 

In the encounter at the entrance of the 
church of St. Clothilde, which led to his ccn- 
viction, his eldest son, Henri, was likewlse 
arrested and was sentenced to two months’ 
ip, prisonment in the great penitentiary of 
Fiesnes. 

Henri made his father quite angry on that 
occasion since he admitted in court that if he 
had taken part in the fray it was for the sake 
of protecting his father from ill treatment. 
The old count resented the idea that he was 
not able to look after himself 


_ 

Comte Guy’s mother was a Miss Euphrasino 
Montgomery of New Orleans, member of a 
family as well known in Washington and in 
New York as in the Crescent city. 

He belonged to the senior branch of the 

ducal house of La Rochefoucauld, and not to 
the Estissac line, as mentioned in some of his 
| obituaries. 
His grandfather was Duc Francois de la 
Rochefoucauld, chief of the entire family. 
Duc Francois, who emigrated along with the 
royal princes at the time of the great revo- 
lution at the close of the eighteenth century, 
married at The Hague a Levantine lady, 
a native of Constantinople, and by her had 
three sons. 

The eldest, Oliver, married Miss Montgom- 
ery of New Orleans and became the father of 
Comte Guy de la Rochefoucauld, who das 
4ust been laid to his rest. 

The second, Frederic, married a lovely Eu- 
rasian, Anne Perron, daughter and heiress of 
a French soldier of fortune, who, having 


taken service under some of the native rulers 


of india, led their troops there against the 
English under Sir Arthur Wellesley, after- 
‘ward the first Duke of Wellington. 

When his employers finally surrendered to 
the English Gen. Perron returned to France, 
and having shaken the pagoda tree, as the 
saying goes, to some purpose, found him- 
self in the possession of a colossal fortune, 
which was inherited by his daughter, born of 
his union to the daughter of an Indian 
rajah. 

All this wealth of Indian origin is now in 
the possession of the grandchildren of the 
late Comtesse Frederic de la Roobefouca uld. 
née Perron. 

Comte Frederic’s other brother, Hippolyte, 
also married an heiress, the daughter of a 
rich lawyer named Roux. and his son. Gaston 
de la Rochefoucauld, married Miss Emily 
Rumbold, and built the beautiful Villa de la 
Rochefoucauld at Biarritz, familiar to all 
American visitors to that seaside resort.

Foucauld, and having the castie of La Roche, 
in Charente, he styled it La Roche-Foucauld, 
from which his descendants have taken their 
name. : , 

His heir, sixteen generations later in the 
male line direct, was a noble of sufficient im- 
portance to be invited to act as godfather 
to Francis I. on the occasion of his christen- 
ing, and when Francis came to the throne 
be created his sponsor a count. 

Louls XIII. promoted the te de la 
Rochefoucauid of his day to a dukedom. 

Today the family possesses not less than 
six French dukedoms antedating the great 
French revolution—namely: those of La 
Rochefoucauld, of Liancourt, of Anville, of 
Estissac, of Doudeauville, and of Roche 
guyon, as well as the title of Prince de Mar- 
cillate, in France; the Spanish dukedom of 
Estrees, which.carries with it the grandezza, 
and the Italian dukedom of Bisaccia; also the 
Bavarian title of prince.

These titles are scattered among various 
branches of the family, three of the duke- 
doms, however, being in the possession of 
the chief of the entire family, Francois, Duc 
de la Rochefoucauld, a retired captain of 
French cavalry and married to Miss Mattie 
Mitchell of Portland, Ore. 

Their only child, who bore the title of Duc 
de Liancourt, died at the age of 4 and the 
next heir to the chieftainship of the family 
ig the duke's brother, Comte Gabriel de la 
Rochefoucauld. 

Their mother, the late duchess, was a wom- 
an of extremely humble birth, a cantiniére 
attached to the brigade of troops in which 
the late duke was serving in Africa in the 
Algerian campaigns. . 

She saved his life by nursing him when 
wounded and his marriage was in the nature 
of a colonial romance.

Under the naturalization law now in force an 
alien must first make a declaration of intention to 
become @ citizen, and after the expiration of two 
years and after having reeided in the United States 
for a period of five years may file a petition for nat- 
uralization or final papers Had the father of Mr.

Judge Gemmill States His Labor Law Position 


Chicago, Dec. 11.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—It is not always wise for a judge, whose 
judicial acts have been criticised, to reply 
to such criticism, but I feel that your edi- 
torial on Tuesday morning touching the Sub- 
ject of the administration of the factory 
laws was based almost wholly upon a mie 
apprehension of the facts, 1 
knowledge of the facts would lead yot to an 
entirely different conclusion. 

In order that you may know something 
of the cases, I herewith hand you a short 
statement of the facts involved in some of 
them. 

The first case was that of a millmer, who 
was arrested, charged with refusing to show 
his books to an Inspector when demanded, in 
order that the inspector might determine 
whether or not his women were working 
over hours. The undisputed evidence was 
that the employer had submitted his books 
to a factory inspector three days before and 
‘this inspector found that there were no vio- 
lations in this shop. 

Three days later the inspector in question 
called, at 9 p. m on Saturday, when the 
store was full of customers, and demanded to 
see the books at once. He was told that this 
was the busiest time of the entire week and 
was requested to return again in à day or 
gwo and see the books. Instead, however, 
the milliner was arrested three months later 
for this supposed violation. 

s — 

Another case was the arrest of the owner 
of a fruit store for employing a boy over 
eight hours and after 7 p. m. The boy was 
a bright young fellow and a graduate of the 
eighth grade. His mother was very poor 
and had seven children. 

She testified that the boy had six rotten 
teeth and she had taken him to the dentist 
to have them pulled, but the dentist wanted 
$3 for such service, and she had no money. 
She then took the boy to the fruit store near 
by and begged the owner to give him em- 
ployment long enough for him to earn the $3 

The owner agreed to do 80, and put the 
boy to watch the fruit stand and keep other 
boys from stealing the fruit from the stand 
when the owner was out of sight. The boy 
said that several times during the only Sat- 
urday he worked he went to his home and re- 
turned again to the store. The last time at 
the store was after 7 p. m., but the total 
time employed was much less than eight 
hours. 2 
An inspector called between 7 and 8 p. m. 
and found the boy and notified his employer 
that he was violating the law. The empley~ 


er at once discharged the boy and gave him 


$8, which was paid the dentist and the teeth 
were extracted. But three months later 
the fruit dealer was arrested, charged with 
this violation.

Another case was of two girls who were 
employed by a hairdresser, who was arrested 
twice, charged with letting them work with- 
out a work certificate.

SOCIETY WILL FILE APPEAL. 


Final Defeat May Cause It to Become 
Bankrupt, Says Official. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[Special.]—The Court 
of Appeals today decided that the Royal Ar- 
canum had not acted legally in raising the 
insurance assessment levied against Samuel 
Green, a Brooklyn lawyer, and that the orig-

This offers to thousands of other members 
of the association an opportunity to sue the 
organization for the money they have paid 
under the advance rate, which was raised for 
them at the same time it was raised for 
Green.

“The bést way to buy Christmas presents is 
to start early.

“How may one keep the holiday expense 
within a narrow limit and yet get the full joy 
of holiday time?

On $70 a Month. 


“For over thirty years my husband's salary 
has not exceded 70 a month, while for years 
it was only $50. Yet we have always had the 
comforts of life and some luxuries, such as our 
piano and books, while occasionally we enjoy 
a good lecture or concert. 

“One thing, we have always pulled together. 
I have always known just how my husband's 
business affairs stand, and so know just how 
much we can afford to spend, T have always 
done my own work with the exception of the 
washing and heavy cleaning, as I think a wom- 
an should economize in strength as well as in 

meat.“ which seems to be such a bugaboo in 

all the discussions. I always do my own sew- 
ing, and by making over clothing we have 
often been well dressed where otherwise we 
would have appeared shabby, until now I think 
I can make over an old garment so as to look 
better than I can one out of new cloth, In 
buying clothing always buy the best you can 
afford, and never go to extremes in style or. 
wear too conspicuous colors. A good serge 
looks far better than cheap velvet. 

“Soon after we ere married my husband 
took out life insurance policies for $3,000, one 
being a twenty year endowment for $1,000. I 
objected at the time but he insisted, and I now 
see the wisdom of it, as we were saving a cer- 
tain amount each year, where otherwise we 
probably would not, as it sometimes pinched 
us to make the payments. 

We have always paid our debts in full, 
though we have had sickness come to us more 
than once and would then get behind, but we 
never allowed ourselves to become discouraged, 
and always tried to keep the thought that all 
would be well. For years we paid rent, for 
with all our saving—and we have been saving, 
though never stingy, and there has always been 
a little for those t at needed it—we could not 
lay much by. But we did finally succeed in 
saving $200. We were longing for a home of 
our own and found a small place with a house 
upon it. It was run down and the house 
needed a great deal of repairing, but we knew 
We succeeded 
in buying it, paying our $200 down and agree- 
ing to pay $100 each year until paid for, but 
before that time came we received the $1,000 
on the endowment policy. That enabled us to 
finish our payments, make some repairs, and 
still have a little left. 

“There have been three of us in the family. 
Perhaps if we had lived where rent was higher 
and other things accordingly we might not 
have done as well as we have, for we all know 
that where one can economize perhaps another 
cannot. There are so many ways of saving, 
but I think each one must find out where they 
are for themselves.

Put Home on Business Basis. 


“So long as there are so many different peo- 
ple, with so many different tastes and so 
many different ideas as to what constitutes 
economical living, it Is going to be a hard 
proposition to settle, and each family must 
work out its own salvataion. Practically all 
the burden of making ends meet falls on the 
wife, dnd few have the essential training in 
the beginning and some never acquire it, and 


tuere is no incentive to do so in these days, 


all the tendency being to keep up with the 
neighbors, both in food and dress, regardless 
of the inequality of the husbands’ salaries and 
differences in sizes of the families. 

‘One young married neighbor throws 
enough odds and ends in the garbage pail 
every day to make a meal for my family. A 
half loaf of bread, a pint of turned milk, 
meat left from roast, etc., find their way into 
her waste can, 

“I bake my own bread, saving 31.50 on each 
sack of flour, besides our family of five like it 
better than baker’s bread. Leaf lard can be 
bought cheaper than rendered, goes farther, 
and is better. 

“Doing own laundry work saves and is no 
harder than spending the time at card parties 
or window shopping. Canning your own fruit, 
doing family sewing, knowing what cuts of 
meat to buy to get your money’s worth—in 
fact, putting the home on a business basis— 
will be helpful in solving the problem.

| BOTH PARTIES SATISFIED 


Evers Outlines Makeup of Team 
for Next Season; Umpire 
Johnstone Resigns. 


New York, Dec. 11.—[(Special.}—According 
to schedule, the big baseball deal by which 
Joe Tinker will decome manager of the Cin- 
cinrati Reds and Frank Leroy Chance will 
be turned over to the New York Highlanders 
went through without a hitch at the Wal- 
dort today. After a long talk in private Pres- 
ident Herrmann of the Reds agreed to make 
the trade with President Murphy and Man- 
ager Evers of the Cubs, and it did not take 
more than five minutes to put the traneac- 
tion in black and white with signatures at- 
tached. 

The Cubs have released Tinker, their star 
shortstop, and two young players, Catcher 
Chapman of the Topeka team last season 
and Pitcher Loudermilk, who finished the 
season with Chicago. In exchange for this 
trio the Reds turned over to the Cubs five 
players—Outflelders Mitchell and Knisely, 
Infielders Phelan and Corriden, and Pitcher 
Humphries. By the terms of the deal Herr- 
mann will pay $7,500 to the Detroit club for 
Corriden. Herrmann also will pay $2,400 to 
the Akron club for Knisely’s release and 
will receive a star American league pitcher 
ase another angle of the transaction. i 


Will Free Frank Chance. 

As soon as Herrmann had clinched the 
Tinker deal, he asked the National league 
clubs to waive claim on Frank Chance. 
Waivers from all except the New York club 
were secured. and a telegram was sent to 
Manager McGraw of the Giants, who is in 
Pittsburgh, asking for his consent. As Mc- 
Gray has been anxious to see Chance in 
charge of the :z.ighlanders, his reply in favor 
of the deal is regarded as a certainty. 

Herrmann will notify Ban Johnson, presi- 
dent of the American league, by wire tomor- 
row that Chance is eligible to negotiate with 
President Farrell on the payment of $1,500, 
which Herrmann gave to Murphy several 
weeks ago for the release of- the Peerless 
Leader. Farrell then will be in a position to 
sign Chance to a contract for 1913. 

This deal is one of the biggest ever re- 
corded in baseball and has been hanging 
fire for more than two months. Herrmann an- 
nounced tonight that if he had been unable to 
get Tinker from the Cubs he would have retained 
Chance, buat Tinker had received the preference 
because ‘the Cincinnati club had promised to land 
him if poesible before Chance got into the now 
famous mixup with Murphy. Tinker will re- 
ceive a salary of $10,000 a year from the Keds 
and Herrmann will make a hard fight to land 
Roger Bresnahan, too.

FALLS OFF IN STEEL TRADE. 


Tron Age Review Says General Decrease 
Is Noticeable—Pig Iron Market Is 
Quiet. 


New York. Dec. 11.—[Special.]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“That there is some falling in the vol- 
ume of specifications is generally reported 
in the steel trade. As to new business the 
testimony is not uniform. 

“Tt has been less with some important 
companies in the last three weeks than in 
the first half of November. The steel cor- 
poration reports more new business in the 
first week of December than in correspond- 
ing days in November. It had an increase 
of 258,602 tons in unfilled orders in No- 
vember, of which a little less than 20 per 
cent was due to the cutting down of product 
by the Carnegie trainmen’s strike. 

„As an item in the export trade, the in- 
quiry of the Central Railroad of Brazil for 
100,000 tons of rails is significant. Europe 
can furnish little of this order, and American 
mills are not likely to get to it short of six 
months. The amount of railroad work 
under way and projected in South America fs 
beyond all precedent. 

„A notable wrought pipe order on which 
the National Tube company will soon start is 
for 35,000 tons for the Roumanian govern- 
ment oll pipe line. Inquiry has come also 
from another foreign field for no less than 

9110,000 tons for a similar line. 

“There is a worldwide scarcity of semi- 
finished steel. and it is a curious fact that 
while American inquiry for billets has gone 
to Germany and Great Britain, British works 
are scouring Belgian and German markets 
as well as this country to get steel. 

„A Yeading seller of sheet dare hae fixed its 


price for the first quarter of 1918 somewhat below 
what has lately been paid for early shipment. A
